COUNCIL 
ADOPTS 
FINAL 
BUDGET 


The Albany City Council, after 
weeks of studying and figuring, 
finally passed a complete budget 
fof the city government at Mon- 
day night's regular session at the 
city hall. 

Based on a rate of $1.68 per 
$100 of assessed valuation the 
budget totals $783,158, about 
$13,000 above last year’s figure. 
The rate is two cents lower than 
last year, but the budget figure 
includes an across the board in- 
crease of $10 a month for city 
employees, 

A readjustment in assessed 
valuation to conform with county 
figures may raise some tax bills 
slightly. The total assessed value 
is approximately $13,000,000 as 
compared with $11,550,000 under 
the old city valuation now obso- 
lete. 

In a statement issued prior to 
| voting on the budget, Council- 
;man Jerome Blank, chairman of 
the city's finance committee, said 
in part: 

“As chairman of the budget 
jand finance committee I would 
like to point out some of the 
highlights of the budget.
